HELP TOFIGHT FIRE 


Harrisbur?, Pa., Oct. 31. (INS.)— 


Because of the dangerously diy con- 
dition of tho forests of Pennsylvania 
Governor Pinchot today in nn official 
proclamation closed tho state to hunt- 
ing "until sunrise on the morning of 
November 6." 


Reports have been received 
from 


many sections that forests arc dan- 
gerously dry, nnd Gov. Pinchot htii 
long been considering issuing a pro- 
clamation ordering tho first dny of 
"the hunting season delayed until the 
fire menace is eliminated by rain. 


Virtually no rain has fallen in the 


stale during the month, and between 
140 and 150 fires have been reported. 
Through carelessness on the part of 
some hunters, a sharp Increase in the 
number of forest fires nas fceon re- 
ported with tho opening of the hunt- 
ing season.

This actjon^coming aa it docs on 


the eve of the fall hunting awaon.di- 
rectly affects.over C0;000 hunters. A 
provision is Jnado In the proclama- 
tion, however, "that if prior to such 
time and date so n^uch ruin shall any- 
where fall as to m.ike tho forests snfc 
against fire, then nfter such rain shall 
have fallen nnd as to the areas upon 
whirh it shall have fallen, and no 
others, this proclamation shall erase 
to hnvo further force nnd effect."
